To provide the additional cotton 
which would be needed in an-ex- 
panding market, Senator Eastland 
also has introduced a bill calling 
for a 20 per cent increase in acre- 
age on a state wide basis in 1958. 

“We must not lose sight of-the 
fact that we have got to produce 
for markets and in my judgment 
it wil require increased produc- 
tion in 1958 for the American 
cotton farmer to continue to have 
his fair share of the world cotton 
market,” he said. 

"The real solution is to raise 
consumption of cotton,” he de- 
clared. “We can do this by gov- 
ernment assistance to make it 
more attractive to fiber users. All 
other things being equal, consum- 
ers prefer cotton. 

“If we could do this there would 

be more money in the pockets 
of the farmer, more money in 
the pockets of the merchant, and 
more money in the pockets of 
the processors. Our economy 
would make permanent the small 
stagnated,” he said. 
. Another bill-introduced jointly 
with Senator John C.  Stennis 
would mae permanent the small 
farm amendment. The present 
act guarantees every farmer a 
minimum of four acres of cotton 
or. the highest planted.in the 
last. three years. The amendment, 
which protects the small farmer, 
will expire. automatically in 1958 
unlegs it is continued.

TRAFFIC ACCIDENTS KILLED 


NINE PERSONS IN HANCOCK 
COUNTY DURING 1956 


Traffic accidents killed 60 
persons in Hancock County and 
neighboring counties during 1956, 
according to Commissioner of Pub- 
lic safety Tom Scarborough. 

This county, one of 6 compris- 
ing District Eight of the Highway 
patrol, counted 9 highway deaths 
as last year ended, a contributing 
factor to the state’s near-record 
'58 traffic slaughter. 

The state toll has already ex- 
ceeded 560 killed and may climb 
higher when late accident report 
statistics are tabulated. 

This appalling highway slaugh- 
ter has been called a “needless 
wanton sacrifice’ by Commission- 
er Scarborough, who this week 
promised stepped up traffic law 
enforcement throughout 1957. The 
Highway Patrol’s selective enforce- 
ment program, ‘“Operation—At- 
tack,” in effect during October 
and part of November last year 
will be continued. The program 
is accredited with keeping the '58 
death toll from skyrocketing to 
an all-time high.

Buck Jacobs of Gulfport has or- 
dered Highway Patrolmen working 
into this county to crackdown 
on all hazardous violations, in- 
cluding speeding, reckless driving, 
improper passing and others.
